• London, Nov. :i.—.Mild satisfaction Is 
expressed in the London papers this 
morning at th news that the diplomats. 
in Pekln have arrived at a preliminary 
Understanding, but no great confidence 
seems to be felt that any real step has 
been mada in tha ondloss negotiations. 
It is recognized that there is little for 
Germany to do but to concede, where 
th* United States and Russia agree. The 
Standard says: 
"It is hardly possible 


for Germany to hold out, deeply offended 
ma she la, if the United States, Russia, 
France and Japan are disposed to mod- 
erate. 
Our Berlin correspondent be- 


lieves that Germany is prepared to waive 
the death penalty." 


The diplomatic body held a final meet- 


lug yesterday and abroad upon the terms 
•f th« preliminary treaty. Nothing now 
remains except to secure the approval 
Of the respective governments before def- 
tnitt negotiations with the Chinese peace 
eommissioners are begun. 


The precise terms of the settlement 


have not yet been mad* public here, but 
it la believed, outside the diplomatic 
oorpa, that tha main points are in sub- 
stantial agreement with those contained 
In th* French note to the powers, namely, 
punishment for the guilty, indemnity to 
governments and individuals, retention 
of strong legation guards and the occu- 
pation of certain places between Pekin 
and Taku. 


"The foreign envoys have agreed to 


demand," says a special dispatch from 
Pekin, "*m extension of the legation 
area, so as to embrace everything from 
tba Ha-Tu-M«n gate to the Tsien-Men 
gate, between the walls of the imperial 
and Tartar cities, a atrip a mile long 
'and one-third of a mile wide.

•witch caused an accident in the Salem 
yard of the Boston and Maine raJlroad 
system here yesterday mornlrug, whi.'h 


iInvolved a monetary loss of JSC«fl to 110, • 
'•00, delayed traffic for some hours, and 
resulted in injuries to a fireman and to a 
transfer agent. 


An extra freight train from Boston for 


the east was standing on the outwan.1 
track, waiting for the Pullman to pass, 
that it might proceed through the tun- 
nel. 
The head brakeman of the freight 


had thrown the cross-over s\\ itch, think- 
ing that some cars were to be set off for 
Salem. 
The brakeman found the switch 


light out, but did not relight it, nor did 
he, when he found that no cars were to 
be set off, reset the switch. 
This left 


the switch set as a cross-over to the 
track where the extra freight was stand- 
Ing. 


The Pullman drew in from the east on 


time, 6:15, made its usual stop in the 
Salem depot, and then proceeded on Its 
way to Boston. 
When it reached tha 


misplaced switch the mammoth mogul 
engine plunged full into the side of a 
box car about midway the length of 
the extra freight. 


This was a. car loaded with cotton seed 


meal. 
It was ripped open, and the oar 


was finally tipped over on Its side. 
Tho 


pilot of th* mogul was wrenched from its 
place, the light Iron work along Its left- 
hand side smashed off and the cab splin- 
tered into bits. 


Fireman Woods was not struck, but his 


foot was eaugrht between portions of the 
iron work and badly crushed. Engineer 
Kennard was not injured in the least. 
The mogul was derailed by the glancing 
blow tt struck the freight, and ran for 
some yards on the ground and sle«p«rst 
but was not overturned. 


Woods was taken to the hospital, whera 


his wounded foot was drassed. Ken- 
nard took his train to Boston, as soon 
as another locomotive was procured.

Conflict in Prospect 


Washington, Nov. 2?.— ft It announced 


in official diplomatic quarters here that 
in the debates before the Latin-American 
congress, whose sessions have just been 
concluded, the principle of compulsory 
arbitration, urged by the Peruvian dele- 
gates, •ttas appioved by almost unani- 
mous vote, Chile alone holding out and 
protesting against tha action taken. The 
discussion not only favored compulsory 
arbitration 
in disputes between tha 


Am»r!can republics, but also provided 
that guarantees shall be given for th« 
faithful performance of the conclusions 
reached by the arbitration tribunal. 


Aside from the immediate question in- 


volved, the decision of the congress is 
regarded in South American quarters 
as significant of the alignment of tha 
southern republics on the Increasing dif- 
ferences which have arisen of late, .and 
which are threatening to bring abo&t a 
general crisis, involving moat, if not all, 
of the South American countries. Sev- 
eral events have occurred recently In- 
dicating a widespread movement. Peru 
has been making desperate efforts to re- 
gain her provinces of Tacona and Arica, 
which are a 4t>rt of border hostage held 
for the last 10 years by Chile. Bolivia is 
involved in the same controversy, as she 
has lost her seacoast to Chile, and is now 
seeking to save a part of it. The latter 
question was recently brought to a di- 
rect issue by tha presentation of a de- 
mand from Chile, generally eonettrued, as 
an ultimatum, requiring Bolivia to pub- 
licly acknowledge by treaty the sov- 
ereignty of Chile over th* seacoast in 
question. 


About a month ago Chile adopted tha 


compulsory military system, under which 
every male citizen on reaching the ag« 
of 19 years must serve as a soldier. Thta 
ha« caused widespread concern in South 
America, and has led other countries to 
take steps toward similar military equip- 
ment, Equador has declared its purpose 
of adflptinc a system like that of Chile, 
and Peru, which now has only 2000 sol- 
diers, has taken steps te have a general 
enlisted In its national guard. 


But the chief concern has been ex- 


pressed in Argtntina and Brazil, and it 
is the feeling In thos* countries that the 
powerful armaments of Chile are not re- 
quired ijralnst sxieh enfeebled states as 
Peru, Bolivia, Equador and the other 
northern republics, but will be used 
against Chile's more powerful neighbors 
in the south. 
Argentina and Chtl* are 


separated by a long boundary lin«, which 
is now in dispute. 
The boundary has 


frequently threatened an armed con- 
flict, and each country he.* been steadily i 
increasing Its armament, land an« naval. , 


It is estimated by one of th* prominent 


obssrvers in Wsehineton that each 
country has spent about $ri8,089,«09 on 
t 


arrnprn^nt during the la.«t ICysars. Bra- j 
sill recently has bstm brought into th* 
alignment by a cordial rutwraiion of | 
good feeling with Argentina. For a time 
they were opposed over a boundary eon- 
test, but by the arbitration of the Unit*d 
States the award was mad* In favor of 
Brazil, and Argentina has heartily ac- 
cepted this result. 
The president* of 


Brazil and Argentina have exchanged 
visits, and during the stay of President 
Campos-gallea at Buenos Ayres recently 
consideration was given to united action 
en some of these pending South American 
controversies. 
The several movements 


have had the general effect of establish- 
ing a common basis btween Bolivia, Peru, 
Argentina and Brazil. 


While thera is no suggestion thus far 


that these united republics would use 
force against Chile, yet it is appreciated 
that the present situation may Irad to 
serious results. 
The Chilsaii irmy is 


directed by able German officers. The 
commander 13 Gerenal Kopner, a German 
officer, who was placed at th« head of 
the army about 10 years ago.

A Famous Steamboat Race 


Took Place In 1STO. 


It was in July, 1870, that the Le<> 


backed away from her mooring? at tie 
New Orleans levee and shoved her nose 
against the muddy current of the great 
river. While the housera were still busy 
swinging the gangplank into its proper 
place the steamer Natchez rounded to 
and'headed up stream also. 


Every man aboard the two steamers, 


from master to roastjbaut, knew what 
tha simultaneous 
departure 
from the 


New Orleans lev«« meant. 
It meaat 


the beginning of a race of over 1,000 
miles and one which would establish a 
tru* record for steamboats between K*v.- 
Orleans *nd St. Louis. 


The boats wen* the largest and fastest 


on the wastern water* in those days, and 
when they started up stream together 
the news was flashed along the wires 
from New Orleans to St. LoaU, and loon 
every way landing on the river was a 
Seat of discussion as to which baat was 
the better and as to which would win. 
People who lived near the river estimat- 
ed the time neceesary for the boats to 
reach their towns, and they were on the 
banks to see them. It can almost be said 
that the two racers passed between two 
files of sightseers daring the entire trip. 


In Memphis interest was at fever heat, 


for both boats bad admirers here, and 
the levee rarely saw snch a crowd as was 
there that summer evening when the two 
steamers passed. Huge bonfires had been 
prepared to celebrate the coming. The 
boats passed here about 8 o'clock, and 
just before the Lee showed below the city 
a laughable incident occurred. The steam- 
er Thompson Been was costing up the 
river ahead of the racers, and when she 
hove In sight the crowd thought she was 
the Robert 33. Lee, and admirers of the 
Lee set off tit* bonfires. The Lee, how- 
ever, did not pass for nearly an hoar. 
8k<? was leading the Natchez by 56 mia- 
ntes when she passed this city, and the 
crowd yelled itself hoars* as sbe went by 
with her machinery thumping and th* 
names leaping from her stacks. 


The crowd waited to cheer the flying 


Natches when she passed, hanging in the 
wake of her fleeter sister, but making as 
game a raw as one would wish to see. 


St. Lonis tnraed out en masse to re- 


ceive the victorious Lee, which reached 
that point three hours ahead of Captain 
Leathers' craft. 


The time made has never been equaled, 


and the race will live in the history of 
steamboating on the Father of Waters. 


Both Captain Cannon and Captain 


Leathers are now dead. They were typi- 
cal steamboat captains, and anecdotes of 
them are often told on decks and in cab- 
ins nowadays.—Memphis Scimitar.

Institute «< T*dai*logy, Professor H. 
B. Prltebett, ^ebliabes la The Popular 
Science MoaBsly for JJovemb«r a pa- 
per upon the population of th* United 
States during the next ten e*nturies 
which is inte»eiktin$ IB many ways, 
writes Edward 9. HelSen in tb* New 
Tcrk Son. The d*eo,Bjai*l eeurac re- 
turns from the year 1780 onward give 
the actnal number of inhabitants. Is 
there any method ef predicting hew 
many ianabltanfei ta*r* will be in any 
future yearl The answer to this qnes- 
tlon is, Ko; th«re Is no sucb method. 
And the reason f«r th* answer rests 
on the fact that tlie elements upon 
which the increase of "population will 
depend are not all known to us, and, 
still more, the effect which the known 
factors ar* to have in the future can- 
not be certainly predicted from the 
effects which they have had in the 
pest. A widespread famine or a de- 
cided change in the birth rate will, 
as Professor Prltchett remarks, intro- 
duce uncertainties impossible of pre- 
diction. The descent of the hordes of 
Ghengia Khan upon tbe populous cities 
of Persia in the thirteenth century wa* 
entirely unforeseen, and no formula 
could have taken account of the thou- 
sands Upon thousands of the slain. 


There i* a problem, however, which 


can be solved, and it is this: If we 
take tbe census returns for tbe years 
1780, 1800, 1810 and BO on to 1890, we 
have a series of 11 numbers— to wit, 
the total population of tbe United 
States for each of the census years, 
If we assume that tbe same causes 
that acted In the past and no others 
are to continue to act in tbe future 
in substantially the same way and 
with essentially the same potency, It 
is easy to deduce a general formula 
which will express the past and fu- 
ture growth of the population witb an 
approach to exactness. 


The real problem that we seek to 


solve is unsolvable— namely, what is to 
be tbe future growth of our popul&tion* 
The problem tbat can be solved to 
much simpler, and It U to establish a 
mathematical formula that will repre- 
sent tbe progroMion of any 11 numbers 
with tolerable exactness and that will 
serve to give other terms of tbe series. 
This formula will represent the future 
growth of the country if the forces 
now acting, and only these, continue 
effective in their prevent power, and 
only so. 


With tness distinctions clearly drawn 


we may proceed to quote Professor 
Pritehetfs figures. In tbe year 1780 
the actual population waa 3,030,000 (to 
the nearest thousand). 
The mathe- 


matical formula aforesaid give* 4,012.- 
000; th« discrepancy is 83,000. Each

It IB to th* 
great Interest of Americans to hav* 
eastern Siberia ami Manchuria opened 
tip, which will b« done by tal» railroad. 
Ther* need be no fear of competition in 
American food products, aa the steam- 
boat bindings on the Amur river are 
white with California and Oregon 
flour. Our lumber, too, is seen every- 
where. 
Our greatest competitors in 


tbe wholesale trade are the Germans. < 


"They are very aggressive, but we 


are gaining on them and will soon be 
ahead of them. The other nations are 
behind us. On the strength of my rep- 
resentations American agents pushed 
up In tbe Amur region and took trade 
right away from the Germans. I am 
going to suggest oa this account tbat 
more agents be sent out to Siberia and 
that better transportation facilities be 
provided. There lies our weakness. 
When the railroad is completed, we 
want to s«* people come across to our 
shore and not make connections with 
the Canadian linea. I can sum up my 
observations by saying that we lead 
the world now, and all we have to do Is 
to press the advantage We have gain- 
ed."

Your Pearl* 


Many naturalists bare held that pearls 


arc the resnlt of a disease in the oyster 
and others that they are caused by the 
shellfish ceatina* intru«ir« bodies, such 
as grains of sand, insects and even small 
fishes, with nacre, go eg to make them 
agreeable to its soft flesh. 


NOTT, according to a French scientist, 


there is a distinction between fine peaiis 
and intrusire bodim coated with nacrc^ 
which reader* both riews more or less 
right. It is true that foiaign bodiei entor- 
ia£ the eheil are coated with nacre snd 
•old as pearls, often of peculiar and fan- 
ciful shape. They occur between the 
"mantle" and the shell, but are usually 
attached to the shell by a neck of tb« 
pearly matter. 


These pearls of nacre hare not the fine 


Iridescence of the true pearl, but only that 
of the shell of mother of pearl. They are 
the result of an accidental intrusion. On 
the other hand, the true spherical pearl 
of orient luster U formed in any part of 
the shellfish except the mantle, and has 
no connection with the shell itself. It it 
a pathological calcification and seem* to 
arise from parasites. A pearl thus form- 
ed U composed of crystalline matter. At 
Its heart is a carity holding organic mat- 
ter and calcareous crystals, with remains 
of orramiKcd creatures, presumably the 
parasites which hare provoked th* mala- 
dy in the shellfish. IB course of time the 
sac in which the pearl is mad* becomes 
thin, and the mcllusk, breaking it easily, 
can eject the pearl, trom th»« It is ap- 
parent that genuine pearls are always 
perfectly spherical- If not, they are mere 
nacre stones.

Mr. Tebbetts took as his text the 


words of Zechanah concerning Jeru- 
salem: "1 will dwell in the midst of 
Jerusalem; and Jerusalem shall be 
called the city of truth

shall yet old men and old women dwell 
in the streets of Jerusalem and every 
man with his staff in hfs hand for very 
age. And the streets of the city shall 
be full of boys and girls playing in 
the streets 
thereof." Mr. Tebbetts 


spoke in Dart as follows; 


It is only natural that one should feel 


a special attachment for h:s own city 
in which he was born and ia which he 
has lived. It is the place of his home, 
the dearest spot to him on earth. There 
cluster the earlier and strongr associa- 
tions of his childhood, associations 
which are peculiar to it, and such as 
can never be found 
elsewhere. Th» 


very streets and homes are dear to him 
through familiarity. 
its nooks and 


corners, its walks and playgrounds, are 
perpetual reminders of pleasure and 
companionship which ploughed deep 
furrows In memory, too deep to be 
effaced or forgotten. As one can never 
have but one mother, one can never 
know but one city in Just the same 
way that he knows the city of his 
birth and early years. 


Drawing a picture o-f the city of the 


Jews, Jerusalem, the speaker continued 


Who that can take in such a nicture 


would not love to live in such a city? 
And yet, men and brethren, are we do- 
ing this? Do we even dare to believe 
that the time Is near when our cities 
shall be purified and God shall dwell 
in them? It is a question• that con- 
fronts the rlghteoTis men of today. 
Some are asking it with indignation 
and some with fainting hearts. They 
hear such tales of woe as come over 
the wires from New York, from Chi- 
cago, and from other cities of our land. 
No prophet from Sodom or Gomorrah 
ever had such a tale to tell as Bishop 
Potter told the other day. 


What is true of our larger cities Is 


true of our smaller ones, in some de*~ 
gree. Our own city is no exception. 
Here we are in the midst of these 
clean and beautiful Berkshire hills. No 
taint of nature is to fee found hare 
save what 
man has wroueht or 


brought. It would seem as If God had 
meant it for his special dwelling place. 


But what godlessness is here between 


those hills. What w.-etchedness, what 
poverty, what vice, what crime. There 
is work enough and bread enough for 
every man who will live a clean and 
honest life. 


Yet we are compelled to establish a 


bureau of relief which in nine cases 
out of ten will minister to Jhose who 
are left stranded by intemperance or 
other immorality In some form. 


When the whistle blows hundreds of 


working men ock to the saloons and 
when any of them become intoxicated 
they are thrown out on the street to be 
a menace to women an3 children. 


Within a fortnight, In broad daylight. 


I saw three men staggering arm in 
arm down one of our nubile streets. 
They were shouting and swearing and 
frightening children from off the- side- 
walks. And not an officer in sisrht! It 
was a disgrace to the whole city! 


Not a week passes, I had almost said 


not a night, but intoxicated men are 
heard going through this street and 
past this church, In the same manner. 
Last week the city was shocked on 
hearing of the suicide „/ one of Its of- 
ficials. The reason given by the press 
was that he had been drinking of late, 
a reason which brings dishonor to the 
whole community. 


I am often told by young women who 


would like to attend our society meet- 
ings and week day services, that they 
dare not venture out at night. They 
would be "spoken to" by young men 
who lie in wait on the public streets 
for prey. 


But I forbear, though the tale mlsrht 


toe indefinitely prolonged. We may be 
no worse than other cities of the same 
size, but that any consolation?

QUlery Saturday Night. 


Tli* town wa» thrown into & state 


of excitement Satuday evreaing byi 
the capture of two well known young 
men of the town In the act of burglar- 
ising Mr. Kinsmans' photograph gal- 
lery. The young men were Carl Noble 
and Harry Roberts. The gallery of 
Mr. Kinsman baa bene molested sev- 
eral times during the past few weeks 
and early the present -week the owner 
determined to put a stop to the work. 
The services of Deputy Sheriff Rich- 
ards were secured and for three nights 
previous to Saturday night the sheriff 
bid himself in the gallery and waited 
for the burglars. On Friday evening 
the young men ma do in attempt to 
enter, but found the Key in. the door 
haa been but partially turned and they 
T.'tre unable to push u In from the 
outside and finally gave it up. Satur- 
day evening: the sheriff again station- 
ed. himself in the gallery in company 
with Mr. Kinsman's brother, Dr. Kins- 
man. They had not waited long before 
they heard someone n.t the door and 
knew that the burglars were makin* 
another attempt to enter the place. 
They were more successful this time 
and the door was 
oi~.-fled. 
Immedi- 


ately after they enter«u the officer and 
Jlis companion heard one of the men 
eay to the other: "If there is anyone 
in here shoot them," whereupon his 
companion drew a revolver and cocked 
It. The officer waited uiAil one of the 
men had reached the money drawer, 
ana watching his opportunity he took 
the young man who hau the revolver, 
and before he could recover himself he 
found he had been relieved of his re- 
volver and a pair of steel handcuffs 
bad been placed on his wrists. As he 
seized the fellow with the revolver 
his companion shouted to him to shoot. 
The lights were then turned on_ and 
both 'the sheriff and Dr. Klpsman were 
surprised to find that the burglars were 
two young men who had always stood 
iwell in town and who were from, ex- 
cellent families. The young men took 
'their arrest very coolly and showed but 
little sign of fear or remorse. They 
were placed In the lockup where they 
remained over Sunday. They seemed 
to be in the best of spirits throughout 
the entire day and scent their tim* 
In reading and chatting with the peo- 
ple wtfo called on them. They told the 
reporter in an interview yesterday that 
they did not state that they had been 
In the gallery five times before as was 
reported, but that they had both been 
In the place twice before. It is believ- 
ed by many that the boys had been 
reading dime novels and that that had 
much to do with their making such an 
adventure. There was but little money 
kept In the drawer, and it rather looks 
as though the act was done more for 
an adventure than for the money 
which they could" get.

A BROOM CORN SEKS. 


9h*«ld Be the Fmtre* Saint 


of HoMncwtv«». 


Erery housewife if supposed to know 


how to handle • broom, bat it it safe to 
say that not one in ten ha* any clear idea 
•f what her sweeping utensil U made of 
or haw It is wada or where the material 
came from. Brooms are made from the 
headi or bruihes of the broom corn, a 
first eeuiin of our common field corn. 
And in this connection is told a very 
pleasant little fairy story concerning 
Benjamin Franklin. "Poor Richard," by 
the way, teems to have been about the 
biggest jack of nil trade* that ever helped 
the United States to become the richest 
and most powerful nation of the world. 
If this story is true, he is the patron 
saint of the housewife -and the broom- 
mnker, as well as a kiteflier, lightning 
catcher, printer, publisher, editor, authofj 
philosopher, statesman and other things 
"too numerous to mention." 


Kovr, broom corn first grew in India. 


From there it was carried to Europe. 
The story goes that Dr. FranUlin was ex- 
amining a whisk broom thtt hod been 
brought orer from England in the days 
before we had any broom corn of our 
own. 
He found a single seed on the 


broom, picked it off, planted Jt and raised 
a stalk of corn from which is descended, 
so to speak, all the broom corn of the 
United States. 


Howeyer this may be, broom com 


grows much like its first cousin, our 
maize, which originated he-e. The head 
Is larger, howerer, and the seeds grow on 
the head instead of in ears. The heads 
are cut off, learing about six inches of 
stalk, and the seeds are scraped off by a 
machine which does a clean job and does 
not injure the broom. The seeds are val- 
uable in a way. They are fed to horses 
and poultry and ground into meal for cat- 
tle. 


In the making of the broom the corn is 


pnt around a handle of basswood or soft 
maple turned in a lathe. Each layer ic 
wound tijrht with twine or wire until the 
desired she is attained. The broom is 
then pressed out flat and sewed to keep it 
in that shape. Whisk brooms are made 
In the same way.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

In harmony. In the second letter the 
(following questions were asked. May 
not one of the reasons why men rush 
to hear other things such as politics 
and drama be because there is less 
Intellectual ability in the ministry than 
elsewhere? Do ym-u not think that a 
tnlnister who receives a stipulated 
salary does his work rather for the 
j>*y than for the good which he does? 
Would it not be better for the minister 
to work and receive pay only as the 
people see flt to give it to him? In an- 
other letter the Question was asked: 
Eont' you think the sermons preached 
too long? That many people would KO 
!f the preacher would put on the con- 
denser? The pastor mad£ reply to each 
vf these questions in a very tatisfa^ 
ttfT manner.

A JUMPING BEAN CLOCK. 


Clover «'r»«* Perpetrate* by a* 


oBi Jeweler. 


A few years ago public curiosity wai 


excited by the curious beans called the 
"devil beans of Mexico," which shop- 
keepers placed in their windows. -Thej 
somewhat resembled roasted coffee beam 
in shape and color. 
They were also 


known as the "jumping beans" owing to 
the fact that from time to time the; 
made spasmodic movements which pro- 
pelled them quite a little distance. Tb« 
beans grew on a small bush In the Mexi- 
^an mountains, and it is conjectured that 
they belong to the order euphorbiacea*. 
The bean really consisted ef. three similar 
pods, which formed a single bean. It was 
usually a third of the bean which was ea- 
hibited as a curiasity. On opening th« 
pod it was found that it contained \ 
small larva, something like that frequent- 
ly fonnd in chestnuts. It is this little oc- 
cupant which gives motion to the bean by 
its jerks and thump* against the side cf 
its home. If the' bean Is slightly warmed, 
it begins to turn from aide to side and 
perhaps with a sudden jump turns com- 
pletely over and stands on one end and 
then, by suecsssire jumps, moves quite i 
distance. 


Those who are not in the secret ar« 


often greatly pnziled by this strangt 
bean. An enterprising jeweler devised i 
scheme tt utilizing tkent te make a magic 
eleek. He aeeeBpiicked this by imitatimf 
the shape ef twe ef tke beans, raakini 
the dnmny beans- exit of s«ft Iron. 
OB» 


be gilded and the ether ke silvered. Tht 
pi-fjm-cd i»-»t b«»B» were plated with tfci 
erdmarj jumping beans cm a tain ,whi1e 
piece of pastebeard evtHned and number 
ed like the dial ef a clack, bnt deveid of 
the bauds. Tkls dial was located ove' 
tie werks of a large clock which w«j 
placed face upward en the floor of thr 
stere wiadeir. He fastened small maj- 
nets to the ends of tfce hands. The works 
were of eenrse earefnlly hidden from 
ricw. All tkat was in evidence was thi 
cardboard clack dial and the jnrapim 
beans, arasng wkieh were the geld ami 
silver painted iron beans. These wen 
placed on the cardboard ever the conceal- 
ed hands witk the magnets attached. Tilt 
magnet* were moved by the hands of tfe 
clock so that they were almost in contact 
with the cardboard. 
As they mor«i 


around they carried the iron beans with 
them, thus telling the time of day, aui 
the public was greatly interested by tl» 
intelligence shown by the two beam, 
which distinguished them from their liv> 
ly associates. — Scientific American.

Two lives may go out as a result of 


a kerosene lamp explosion last evening 
In a tenement house in) the Roxbury 
district. The accident occurred on the 
third floor of the house 72 Wyman 
street, in-the apartments occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Coe. 


Mrs. Coe is an invalid, anti is being 


attended by Mrs. White, a nurse, who 
lives at 99 Charles street, city. Shortly 
after 8 o'clock a lamp in the room oc- 
cupied by the sick woman exploded. 
Only Mrs. White was with the sick 
woman at the time, Mr. Coe and his 
brother John beingr In an adjoining 
room. 


When the lamp exploded Mrs. White 


endeavored to extinguish the flames, 
and In doini? so her dress was ignited 
and the light material was all ablaze 
in a few eeconlto. The scream of the 
wV>men brought the two men to their 
assistance and they put out the flamee, 
but in doing so both were badly burned 


A physician 
was 
summoned and 


found that Mrs. White was terribly 
burned about the body anH head. Ben- 
jamin Coa's body and arm* are badly 
burned, as are John Coe'a hands. They 
•were removed to the city hospital in the 
police ambulance. 


An alarm was sounded from Vox. 522 


at 8.37 for the fire, and the department 
extinguished the blaze with a loss of 
but J10. Mrs. Coe is In) an extremely 
bad way as a result of the accident, and 
it is feared she msJy not be able to 
Btand the strain.

CHANGE OF RAILROAD CROSSWG

"The general attitude of foreigners 


toward Chinese has had a great dcs.1 to 
do with their unpopularity. All for- 
eigners in China carry with them the 
laws of their respective countries. The 
local authorities have no 
over them. Consequently they form a 
sort of priv!lp?:<Hl class and consider 
themselves more *s lords of the coun- 
try than as strangers in a strange land. 
They frequently treat the customs, tra- 
ditions and Institutions of the country 
•with contempt and In this way excite 
the ill feeling of the natives. More- 
over, their conduct toward the Chinese 
in other respects is by no means ex- 
emplary. Chinese merchants have not 
always met with the courtesies due to 
men of their position. Again, the gen- 
eral mass ef the people receive scant 
courtesy at tbe bunds of foreigners. 
Chinese ceelies are often caned and 
kicked in tbe streets without the least 
provocation. 
The beating of chair 


coolies and servants Is a matter of 
dally occurreace. Ill considered acts ef 
this kind are talked about and greatly 
Imbltter the fueling of the natives 
against foreigners. It Is fair t» men- 
tion that there are foreigners who treat 
the Chinese with every consideration 
and who disapprove ef such high hand- 
ed proceedings ef their ceoatrymui. 
But unfertuaately the mischief dene 
by ethers ceuaterbalaacei the favers 
bl« Impression created by then.

The report that American officers 


have unearthed ancient records In Pe- 
king showing that the Chinese discov- 
ered America 1,500 years ago and erect- 
ed temples in Mexico has aroused the 
greatest interest among the scientific 
men of Monterey and throughout this 
country, says the Chicago Record. The 
Chinese temples alluded to are located 
in the state of Sonera, OB the Pacific 
coast. The ruins of one of tbe temples 
were discovered near the town of Urcs. 

One 
of the Urge ston* tablet* found in the 
ruins was cevered with carved Chinese 
characters, which were partly deci- 
phered by a learned Chinaman who 
visited the ruins at tbe request of the 
Mexican government.

Clementine while Bearing Dover pier 
recently exchanged a few words with 
Ostend. Across nearly 50 rttllss of sea 
Marconi's; instrument ticked off mes- 
sages to and from Belgium—congratu- 
lations to Kins: Leopold, to his: minis- 
ter of railways and to the mail packet 
department at Brussels—and the Prin- 
cess Clementine was doing her 20 
knots In the darkness, the passengers

tween ship and shore was a wire hoop 
at the top of tbe mast. 


It waa a demonstration of tbe perfec- 


tion ef the Marconi system of wireles* 
telegraphy preliminary to the official 
trial by the Belgian sine officials 
wnlch will be a formal approval of the 
institution. As a London Daily Mail 
representative vrho crossed by the 
Clementine from Ostend to Dover and 
returned ean vouch, the demonstration 
was entirely successful.

As soon as 
the Clementine left Ostend the Marconi 
operator on board sat down in his little 
deck ce-bln, from which a wire runs to 
the hoop at the extended masthead.

Announcement Made That $1700 Hs» 


Already Been Subscribed for the 


New Building. Prominent Speak. ** 
ers Emphasize Its Importance 


T. M. C. A. Sunday -was observed in 


thech urchcs of the city yesterday as 
has never been done before. The cul- 
pits of various churches were thrown 
open to prominent association speak- 
ers from out of the cuy. and the dav 
was one of rare interest from the able 
preparations that were made of the 
work that the association is doing in 
the country and in this city for the 
young men. 


A 'special interest was given it from 


the fact that the need cu, a gymnasium 
lor the local association was bro\.eht 
up ana emphasized In all the addresa- 
es^ and that it was the beginning of 
more active efforts than have vet b«en 
made for the securing of the building 
fund. 


The services of the day were preced- 


ed by a banquet at the association 
building Saturday evening, at which 
the announcement was made that the 
subscriptions already secured in the 
three weeks that the work has been 
in progress have reached $1700, of which 
$1200 has been contributed, by 
the 


young men, and $500 by the woman's 
auxiliary- 


The weather of the day wa« not fa- 


rorable to large audiences, but the at- 
tendance at all the churches was good. 
In the afternoon the regular associa- 
tion men's meeting was largely attend- 
ed, and was one of more than ordin- 
ary Interest. 


The usual annual collections for the 


running expenses of the association 
were taken) in the churches, but the re- 
turns will not be made for a day or GO. 
There were no collections 
especially 


for the gymnasium fund. 


Th» Au*«Iallon B«nqn«t 


The banquet given In the association 


building Saturday evening to 
tl 


trustees, directors, and several other 
business men, by the woman's auxil- 
iary, was attendel by about 40, and 
was an event that was marked by the 
greatest of social pleasure. The guests 
were welcomed Ify Mrs. H. W. Clark 
and Mrs. R. L. (*hase. and after a, few 
moments of social Informality _ the ban- 
quet w»s served. This was an excel- 
lent introduction to the addresses that 
followed, and good fellowship was ap- 
parent throughout its duration, as well 
as in the speaking t"h«,t came after. 


In the absenc • of the president of the 


association, the vice president, N. C. 
Bond, Introduced George "W. Chase as 
toastmaster for the evening. 
There 


were many speakers, and while all 
spoke briefly, all were most hearty In 
their endorsement of the gymnasium 
project, this being? the feature of the 
evening. Among the speakers were Dr 
ti. L. Doggett of Sprinsfleld,j J. A, 
Dummett of Boston. R. "W". Armstrong 
of Boston, Bev. W. I/. Tenney, Rer. J. 
H. Spencer, Rev. J. A. Hamilton, V. 
A. Whittaker, H. W. Clark T. W. 
Sykes, representing the trustees, H. H. 
W. R. Hale. 


Secretary Hale showed sketches for 


the proposed gymnasium, and while 
they were not in any sense the plans 
that would be adopted, they rave an 
Idea to those present of what could be 
built on the land now owned by the 
association in the rear of its building. 


Secretary Hale also made the an- 


nouncement that the subscriptions 
from the young men of he city, whom 
It was desired to interest first had al- 
ready reached the sum of $1200, and 
that the woman's auxiliary had sub- 
scribed $500, making the total pledged 
in the first three weeks of work $1700. 
The suggestion was made by one of the 
trustees that they double what was 
raised by the young men^ thi* brfn«r 
merely a suggestion and 'not the re- 
sult of any action. 


A committee, consisting of T. W. 


Sykes, representing the trustes, H. H 
Walley, representing the directors, and 
Secretary Hale representing the asso- 
ciation, to prepare the names of a cem= 
mittee of canvassers, to b« acted upon 
at a meeting of the trustees and direc- 
tors to be held this evening In the as- 
sociation building. 


The officials of the association and 


other business men who were present 
were enthusiastic In favor of the jry...- 
naslum, and a feature was the heartv 
endorsement given by the threw min- 
isters who spoke. 


State Secretary K, M. Armstrong 


spoke at the Methodist church «n Sun- 
day. He began by saying that he had 
worked as a traveling secretary for 
about 14 years and felt like • veteran 
In the service. He had watched the 
work carefully and had seen It* weak- 
ness as well as its strength. He spoke 
of the work done for the railroad men, 
and In the army, where <*> many young 
men face the canteen and other temo- 
tations. 


Mr. Armstrong was In camp at Chick 


amauga at the time of the Spanish war 
and had a good opportunity there to 
witness the oDtraUons of the associa- 
tion among the soldiers. 
He scoke 


of the work being done in the colelb«s 
and the need of work among the young 
men at home as well w» those away 
from home. Young men are social be- 
-ttiffs and will associate together in 
some way, therefore" It Is well To yro- 
Ylde place* where they will be sur- 
rounded by good influences and where 
their thought* will be turned in the 
right direction. 


Mr. Armstrong spoke of a gymna- 


sium as a very valuable thing In the 
work of any association, and said the 
T. 1C. C. A. In this clt? Ji one of el»ht 
out of a total of (0 in the state which 
have no gymnasiums. This he consid- 
ered remarkable in VMW of the fact 
that the population of tne city Is more 
than that of the other sever towns 
•when there are associations without 
gymnasiums. 


It wa« cleaf irom what he said on 


thin point that he thought it would be 
a wi«e thing for the peo.vle of the cltv 
to provide a g jr/nnaalum (or tie MMT 


elation a* soon aa it can be don«. H« 
nought all should do what they can 
'or the young men and boys, and that 
no effort would yield oetter returns. 
The address was listended to with 
much Interest. 


Tb.N..d. of Mortb Adam* 


J. A. Dummett, assistant state secre- 


tary, who has spoken here before in 
connection with (he gymnasium plans, 
and who was the chief speaker at the 
meeting when, the present movement 
was started, delivered the address at 
the Baptist church, and more than the 
other speakers called attention to tfio 
particular phase of the work, the gym- 
nasium, that Is now calling for atten- 
tion. 


Mr. Dummett began by speaking- of 


the appreciation of the officers of the 
association for the hearty interest and 
co-operatfon on the part of the pastors 
and church officials in settitiff aside one 
Sunday in the year for the public pre- 
sentation of the work of the associa- 
tion in all the churches. The work is 
largely done in a quiet way so that few 
people outside of the most interested 
ones know much about it. But as the 
association is not an outside organiza- 
tion, but Is "the church at work seven 
days in the week in special work for 
jtoung men(" it is fitting that the 
church, the mother of the organization, 
should know what her child Is doine. 


Mr. Dummett stated that whatever he 


said in prajse of the T. M. C. A. would 
be said in praise of each evangelical 
church which was helping to make pos- 
sible the success of the association 
through the hearty co-operation of the 
pastors and the united efforts of the 
young men from all the churches. 


The speaker congratulated the citi- 


zens of North Adams on the enterprise 
shown In the building up of so many 
beautiful churches and public build- 
ings, but regretted that they had not 
taken hold long before this in building 
an annex to the association home in 
the shape of a fine gymnasium. He 
was surprised while at the annual busi- 
ness meeting some weeks ago to learn 
he great amount of good that had 
>een accomplished, when he took into 
onsifleration the facilities the asoacia- 
ion had with which to reach and en.- 
ist the young men In the work. Mr. 
Dummett predicted that if a gymna- 
sium could be provided the membership 
could be more than doubled before the 
next anniversary came ar6und. 


The speaker then told the story of 
3ie organization of the association, 
and related in an interesting: manner 
his meeting with. Sir George "Williams, 
the founder of the organization, in his 
>uslness house in London, where they 
:ook lunch together In the identical 
room where Sir George and 11 other 
clerks in that same establishment or- 
ganized the first T. M. C. A. on the 
evening; of June 6, 1844. From the hum- 
ftle beginning in London the associa- 
tion cause has spread all ovsir the 
world. In the TTnitea States there are 
today nearly 1500 associations, with a 
membership of over 255,000 and with 360 
T. M. C. A. buildings valued at $20,- 
000.000. 


A description of the beautiful mil- 


lion dollars T. M.\ C. A. building ?n 
Chicago was given aniJ sortie forceful 
facts presented 'flowing what led the 
men In that cfty to Rive so much mon- 
ey to the erection of this third build- 
ing for the Chicago work. Mr. Dum- 
mett told of the great work which is 
being done by the, railroad' branches, 
of which he has made a special study, 
and read from statements by Vice 
President Fugrh of the Pennsylvania 
road and by John Wanamaker, glvtntr 
their opinions of the practical value 
of investment In association work for 
the men In their employ. 


Mr. Dummett closed his address with 


some figures concerning the vast swig 
of money spent each year to punish 
crime, and called attention to the fact 
that on a conservative estimate over 
$70,000 was spent every year In North 
Adams In places that were not helpful 
to young men. 
t 


He urged upo» his hearers the neces- 


clty of giving money, giving time and 
earnest prayer to the North Adams as- 
sociation that it may bcome a great<yj 
power for good in the future than it 
has been in the past. 


Tb. Fr«dl«m «f y onng men 


Dr. L. It. Doggett, president of the 


Springfield training school for T. M. 
C. A. workers, spoke at the Congrega- 
tional church. His topic was the prob- 
lem of the modern city, which he de- 
fined aa largely as the problem of thd 
young man. 


He instanced the large proportion of 


women in the 
membership of 
the 


churches and showed how, in the ten- 
dency towards the city, the young men 
of the country led, making their pro- 
portion in the cities very much 1'rser 
than In the country. 


There are many agencies to meet this 


problem of sthe young man, chief and 
most distinctly of which is the Y. M. 
C. A., whlchs is a branch of the church, 
not of one church, but of all. The T. 
M. C. A. has embodied the dominant 
idea of the modern church, that of all 
round development. When the asso- 
ciation •wan founded, it wn-i <-<i mei't 
tra spiritual wants of the yloung men. 
The social and educational wants were 
not long in following, and -when 
the 


need of the cities for some place where 
men could find healthful exercise in 
suitable surroundings was recognized, 
the Y M. C. A. was the natural organ- 
ization to meet it. 


This has built UD the associatlon( 
three-fold Idea of work for the soul, 
for the mind and for the body. 


As North Adams grows and assumes 


the • osltion of metropolis of this part 
of Massachusetts, the need should be 
more clearly seen of supporting this 
work which reaches the youner men. 
Dr. Doggett then brought up for em- 
phasis the Special need of a gymna- 
sium, which would enable a- larger 
work for young men than was possible 
at prcs?Tit. He T>« ff»?low*>rt by HPV. 
W. L. Tenney, who spoke briefly of the 
demand for a gymnasium and 
the 


present can for a, uu'.Uir.s fund, 


At ttt. BpKropal Chnr«b 


Secretary W. R. Hale of the local as- 


sociation was ifte speaker at St. John's 
Episcopal church, following the regu- 
lar sermon by the rector, 
reported 


elsewhere. Mr. Hale spoke briefly, and 
outlined the wonderful growth of the 
association since its founding In Lon- 
don, with some statistics of the number 
of branches and members of variols 
kinds in this country and in the woria. 
The purpose of the association, he 
said, is not only to rescue, but as a. 
preventive of the need for rescue. He 
then Introduced the subject of a gym- 
nasium, aa being the one thing which 
more than anything eise would enable 
the local association to do more ef- 
fective work, and to reach men whom 
now it IB unable to. 


•He was followed by Kov. Mr. Trh- 


bctti, who in a few word* made a 


strong plea for the support of the gym- 
nasium plan.

in the association parlors Sunday af- 
ternoon, was one of exceptional Inter- ' 
est. There was a large attendance, I 
and the two chief speakers wre Mr. j 
Armstrong and Mr. Dummett, Dr. Dog- 
gett having been obliged to return to 
Springfield before the meeting. 


Both speakers emphasized the gym- 


nasium's influence on the work of an 
association, and made this the saecirtl 
topic of their addresses. MuBlc

of the association.
